Sniper, at Prison, Declares 


It Is a Gamble Whether He 


Will Pay the Death Penalty 


. Frank Carter, the "sniper" who 
terrorized Omaha for several days 
recently and who was sentenced 
Wednesday morning to death in the 
electric chair for'the murder of Dr 
A. D. Searlei, arrived at the peni- 
tentiary here -t noon, a small and 
inoffensive looking man led by two 
big officers. 
Still dressed In the leather 
vest 


and cap that brought about his de- 
tection, he presented a neat if un- 
shaven appearance. He shied from 
the cameraman who greeted him in 
front of the "big house" and slipped 
Inside the first barred door of the 
penitentiary quickly. In a few min- 
utes, however, he was talking in a 
slow and scholarly voice of his ex- 
ploits and allowing the photograph- 
er to do hte worst. 
"It's a gamble whether I go to the 


chair or not," he remarked calmly. 
"Of course no one likes to go there, 
but I realize that a life In prUion Is 
not without its disadvantages. 
"I'm not exactly glad to get here. 


I had a nice place on the second 
tier there, but with thirty-six other 
men. 
There will be better company 


here thaft in Omaha, I imagine." 


"My future plans have all been 


made for me, I've been in p'rlson 
before," he »ald, and rather liked 
th* little joke himself. 
"The mo«t disagreeable feature of 


the whole thing Is the notoriety. I 
don't 
know of any compensating 


features, «ccept that It may not last 
very Ion*-" 
Carter's words, spoken in a leis- 


urely hut precise manner as he sat 
on a lounge In the receiving room, 
beside Warden Fcnton. were dis- 
tinct and -woll chosen. ITe denied 
having received any education, hut 
thought he had an 
aptitude for 


reading and diction. TIis reading 
has been curtailed recently, h* ex- 
plained, by partial failure of his 
pyes 
The slight squint which that 
disability gives him formed almost 
the only wrinkle on his face. 
He 
is -46 years old 
but 
looks hardlv 


more than 36. 
"I'm for Baldwin," he announced 


In speaking 
of 
Public Defender 
Baldwin's efforts to save him from 
the dea,th to which he has 
been 
doomed. "Whether or not there is 
any use, I'd like to have something 
going on. And I'd rather work than 
sit in a cell. That may be all rigrht 
for some people hut not. I believe, 
for the average man." 
The murder trial in Omaha was 
not without its compensation*, al- 
though Carter believes another trial 
would he more fair. For one thing, 
he thinks he learned 
quite a bit 
about himself during the proceed- 
ings. 
Considering his various 
crimes 


from the light of a distant obsery- 
or, Carter 
detailed Incidents con- 


cerning each of the killings and 
about ten robberies that had pre- 
ceded them. In those ten robberies, 
he says, he did not get more than 
a total of $25. 


"If I were placed in the same cir- 


cumstances again and had the same, 
mental attitude, I probably would do 
the same thing over again," he as-, 
serted, "I'm not sorry for what I 
did. 
Just nay I'm regretful." 


Had No Fear. 


Fi>ar hardly entered 
his 
mind 


when on his sniping expeditions. 
Carter explained, because he figured 
that a man with a gun has nothing 
whatever to fear of an 
unarmed' 


man. 
He did not intend to shoot to

Fess, gesturing excitedly with a 
sheaf of. paper, cried- "The senatot 
cannot fret anywhere by Impugn- 
ing the motives of senators."

soodly list of freight rates by which 
Tie contended the railroads desired

•water competition.

practice 


would be prohibited by the Gooding- 
bill. 
Queitioned by Fe»». 


Senator Fess began questioning 
Senator Gooding- on the contention 
that sending empty cars west to 
br.ng- east products of the inter- 
mountain region put an extra bur- 
den on that territory- that would be 
eliminated if lower rates were given 
which would permit the cars to go 
west loaded.

ha.ve been using for years," shouted 
Senator Gooding as he waved his 
arms. 
He charged that if the railroads

A new court house site on the 
dominating hill of the town.'Along 
the winding walk, flags were wav- 
ing their welcome and a fountain 
threw a pretty rainbow to grace the 
foreground.

many converts; the ground is listed 
and worked much as though a crop 
were growing, and the returns come 
the second year; for the ordinary 
crop of wheat 
fallowing is quite 
certain to do 25 to 45 bushels per. 
Merchants here tell us that a. 
farmer with a. good nock of hens 
always keeps the store bills paid 
Mru.

to follow and yet it violates the spirit of the legisla- 
tion which created the tariff commission. It would be 


infinitely better to go back to the old system than to 
make a mockery of the law as it now stands. 


At this time the overwhelming majority of the 


commission is committed to the administration's poli- 
cy of high protection. One by one, the members with 
more moderate views have been replaced. 
It Is not 


to be expected there will be any reductions in the tar- 


iff now. or any time in the immediate future. 


Mr. Coolidge was very strongly In favor of non- 


partisan consideration o£ the tax legislation when the 
Mellon program was before congress. 
It was only 


through an agreement With the democratic leaders 
in the senate to eliminate politics that favorable con- 
sideration was received. When it comes to the tariff, 
the president has an entirely different notion He can 
and has packed a supposedly bl-partlsan body with 
men who believe as he believes and who may be 
depended upon to act as he would act.

If the new congressional act relating to taxation of 


national banks by the various states is what it pur- 
ports to be, the state of Nebraska will be saved fur- 
ther vexatious -litigation which certain 
banks 
at 


Omaha and North Platte insisted on starting after 
the question was supposed to have been settled by 
agreement during the session of the legislature a 
year ago. t 


Should the measure just passed ny congress fail to 


relieve the situation, the next Nebraska legislature 
ought to end the controversy once for all by repeal- 
ing the intangible lax law. 


It would have been much better all around If the, 


legislature of 1921 had never enacted that law. Its 
avowed purpose—to Induce owners of moneys, stocks, 
bonds, and the like to list their property for taxation, 
by providing- for Its assessment at an extremely low 
rate—has not been realized. On the other hand. It 
enabled the banks to go Into court claiming- that tncy 
were dlscrimlnated~«Lirainst because their capital was 
not classed as intangible propert'- while that of pri- 
vate investors and money lenders was. By that pica 
many banks succeeded In getting their taxes cut down 
to <Mic-fourth of the regular assessments for a period 
of several years. 


Finally, the legislative committee of the state bank- 


ers' association reached an understanding with the 
state lawmakln* assembly In 
1925, 
providing that 


banks should b« assessed thereafter at 70 per cent 
of. their capital and surplus. That compromise has 
been accepted as fair and satisfactory by most bank- 
ers of Nebraska, but there arc a few contentious ones 
which still Insist on being taxed at the low rate poci- 
fled for Intangible property. Thl* rat" Is now lower 
than It was under the first Intangible tax law, having 
been reduced In 1925 to 2% mills on some holdings 
and E mills on others.

In forces centered In the office of the registrar of 
the treasury and the internal revenue bureau. Mr. 
Mellon's instruction to the department heads points 
out the 1927 appropriations reduces the funds for the 
internal revenue bureau approxlma' ly $1,000 000 and 
$250.000 for the registrar. 


Mr. Mellon, it Is said, directs that efforts be made 


to transfer to other offices In the department those 
employes who are threatened with dismissal.

ized. In the last two years there has been an In- 
crease of 20,000 governmental employes. Today more 
people\are employed In the

If Congressman Davey's charges are correct, and 


Mr. Mellon is endeavoring 
to defeat 
measures of 


economy by transferr'ng employes to othei 
depart- 


ments, the secretary of the treasury cannot be cen- 
sured too severely. He is giving the prestige and In- 
fluence of his office to a practice which h?s been a 
vicious factor In increasing- the tax burden In this 
country.

EIGHT GREATEST PRESIDENTS. 


A correspondent writing to the New York Herald 


Tribune asks that newspaper to make a list of the 
eight greatest presidents of the United States. A 
tentative list is accordingly given, 
together 
with 


reasons why the ones suggested should be considered 
In connection with such matter. It is realized that 
there are many conflicting bases of judgment and 
that different names would be selected^ by different 
people. 


Of course Washington and Lincoln are first men- 


tioned and It is not thought that their right to be 
placed among the eight will be questioned by anyone. 
They are considered the two great nationalist presi- 
dents. 


Next on the list comes Thomas Jefferson, who is 


credited with contributing- more than anybody else 
to the democratization of the'country. He was also 
associated with the first great territorial enlarge- 
ment of the United States through the Louisiana pur- 
chase. He was an intellectual and a man, of great 
gifts as a leader. 


James Monroe is accorded a place, principally be- 


cause of his enunciation in one of his jjiessages of 
the Monroe doctrine, though it was not original with 
him 
He was one of the earliest promoters of pan- 


American isr-. 


Theodore Roosevelt is said to be entitled to the 


classification because of his unusual individuality and 
his power to affect contemporary opinion 
His fame 


was also enhanced by the acquisition of the Panama 
canal and the building of a modern navy. 


William McKinley is placed in the list, although it 


Is acknowledged he was not a man of dramatic in- 
dividuality or intellectual brilliance. 
But his ad-^s 


ministration Is linked with the war with Spain, the 
annexation of Hawaii and the 
acquisition of 
the 


Philippines. He was also the framer of the Mc- 
Kmley tariff bill. 


Andrew Jackson is spoken of as a man of extra- 


ordinary vigor of character and courage of opinion. 
He was also a. pronounced nationalist anil in that 
respect a collaborator of Washington and Lincoln. 


The eighth man placed in the list is Woodrow Wil- 


son, though the New York newspaper says that his 
administration is so recent that historical judgment 
can hardly be passed upon it now. The Herald Tri- 
bune says, however: 


"Wilson's association with the great -war. the great- 
est in which the United - tates has ever been engaged, 
and his part in the league of nations project and" 
other American contacts with the outside world may 
give him eventually a clear right to be considered 
among those ^residents during whose administra- 
tions the United States passed through a momentous 
period and who are rightly regarded as moving factors 
In the national policy of their day 
Whether he is to 


be put still higher must be left for time to tell "

DIETETIC TREATMENT OF CHRONIC ARTHRITIS !No. 3).

There was considerable work done on the blood of these arthritic 
patients and It waa found that many of them, while not diabetic, had 
what we know as a low sugar tolerance; that is, an excess of sugar 
would appear in the blood on the taking of high carbohydrates foods— 
breadstuffs, sweets—and this excess of sugar In the blood is probably 
what le'sens the tissue resistance to bacteria and their poisons. 


You will notice the diet which Fletcher prescribed for the first week 


(three glasses of buttermilk, one-half grapefruit, one or two oranges, 
dally) is very high In onti-scorbutic and anti neurltlc vltamlnes. Other 
Investigators have emphasized the Importance of vitamins in the diet of 
arthritic*. 
Fletcher found, however, that the addition to the former 
diet of foods rich in vitamins was not ao effects* as the combination of 
vitamin foods with a low carbohydrate intake, and he believes that if a 
vitamin deficiency exists, It Is likely that the carbohydrates play some 
part In causing this deficiency. Other investigators hive found that the 
eating of carbohydrates in excess Is an Important factor In vitamin de- 
ficiency, and still others have found that an excess of fats also has 
something to do with interfering with the-vitamins. 


Those overweight are notably fond of bread, cereals, sweets and 
fats (all acid forniing when taken in excess). There Is no doubt that this 
excess not only-causes overweight, but it predisposes to arthritic trouble 
as well as other troubles. 
Then-on top of that, the overweight causes 
a strain on the muscles, ligaments and bones which is injurious and it 
also causes a faulty posture—which adds insult to Injury. 
Fletcher ends his article by saying that Infected spots should al- 
ways be looked after and removed, if possible.

M.—Unless jou have diabetes, the "slight trace" of sugar found In 
your urine may be what we know as an alimentary glycosuria, due to an 
overeating of starches and sugars at a single meal. 


As you live so hysrienially and are so well, are not losing weight, 
haven't the abnormal appetite and thirst of the diabetic. I believe that you 
are not diabetic. I think if you will ha-ie another examination made at 
an accredited laboratory, or by your physician, you will find your urine 
sugar free 


Yes. If you were diabetic, you would have to exclude honpy, maple 
sugar, dates and raisins, and all high starchy and sugared foods. How- 
ever, if you are diabetic, you must have your diet outlined very care- 
fully by your physician.

WHEN STRIDING. 


All runners,- other ^than sprinters, 


should develop as long a stride as 
possible. The slight Incline forward 
of the body at the hips helps length- 
en the stride, as has been shown. 
The main point to avoid is to pre- 
vent kinking: the leg- at the knee as 
you step out in front. ?\ote the two 
runners pictured above. The one in 
the lead has an easy natural stride, 
with no kink .at the knee as his leg 
swings forward. 
The one In the 
rear, using the same energy, kinks 
his knee as he takes his forward 
stride. As a result he does not 
stride as far as the other. 
This 


means that he has to take 
more 
steps to cox'er a given amount of 
ground than 
does his 
opponent. 
That will exhaust him more quickly, 
all being- equal. Such a runner can-' 
not stand a hard race. He's bound 
to become exhausted and lose.

Athletics, by developing a system of 
the base runner on second base 
"stealing" their 
opponents 
signs 


given by the catcher and flashing 
them to the hitter, revolutionized the 
old-time system of giving- battery 
signs,/the Giants devised these signs.

old system 
of catchers' 
signs had become obsolete 
over 
night. 
The catcher had been us- 
ing one finger for a fast ball, two 
for a curve and wiggled his fingers 
or picked up some dust for a slow 
or waste ball. But these were too 
easily figured out and flashed to 
the hitter by the base runner. 


So the Giants devised a system of 
using three sig-ns for each signal, 
the second sign, only, to count. 
However, to make it more compli- 
cated, if the catcher before or after 
giving his series 
of three 
signs, 


picked up some dust, the 
middle 
sign changed and had just the op- 
posite meaning. 
Bill Rarlden and 


Lew McCarthy, both cv tellers, got 
their heads together and were re- 
sponsible for them and they helped 
the Giants cop the rag in 1917.

Moted Attronomer and Writer on 


Scientific Topic* t»f Popular

•I would like to ask—does the 


tugging of the moon, as manifested 
n the terrestrial tides, have the 
effect of retarding the earth's axial 
motion ? If so, what is the rate of 
retardation? 
If there is not such 


effect, why is there not?—Miss M. 
'., New York." 


The "tugging 'Of the moon" cer- 


ainly does have a retarding effect 
on the earth's rotation. It puts a 
jrake upon it, somewhat as a band 
hrown over a tunning wheel and 
held taut, tends to slow the motion 


the wheel. But the rotational mo- 
mentum of the. massive oarth is so 
great and the resistance of the film 
if water affected by the tides is 
•datively so small that the effect 
s almost 
infinitesimal " and 
has 


never been measured, with any de- 
gree of certainty. 


When you sit on an 
eastward 
acing seashore where the Atlantic 
ide comes in square to the coast 
ine and, "roaring into cataracts," 
ends its foaming 
circles to your 
eet. gradually driving you high and

factor in the economical production

opinion of 


Professor H J Gramlich, chairman 
of the animal husbandry depart- 
ment of the college of agriculture- 


s is not onl> true in the great 
areas of the world, but likewise In 
the regions of intensive 
farming 
where beef cattle are kept primar- 
ily to assist in maintaining soil 
fertility and utilizing 
secondary 
crops and crop products, Prof. 
Gramlich declared 
"When one considers, he con- 


tinued, "that 75 per 
cent 
of the 
land in the United States is adapt- 
ed only to grass and pastures and 
that by far the vast majority of 
this is utilized by beef 
cattl*, a 
more clear 
comprehension is ob- 
tained of the significance of pas- 
tures and the part which they play 
In beef cattle production. 
"In the corn belt areas, the ma- 
jority of the erops produced are 
fed to cattle and other livestock 
Howevei, a-, part of these 
crops 
are oE a concentrated nature ana 
others are fed in the form of cured 
hay it is hardly fair to 
classify 
them as pasture. 
Nevertheless, 


cattle fill a most important gap in 
the agriculture and livestock hus- 
bandry of the average 
corn 
felt 


farm " 
Pasture, said the professor, pos- 
sesses a number of 
advantages 


which In the aggregate cause It to 
receive a great deal of considera- 
tion In planning1 crop rotations. 
"In the first place," he said, "land 
devoted to pasture grass needs no 
attention during the season of the 
jear when a person is busiest with 
other crops. Secondly, many pas- 
ture crops are of a nature which 
permits them to improve soil fer- 
tility. All of the legumes might be 
grouped in this class. Probably 
sweet clover should take the fore- 
most rank Inasmuch as during: the 
past few jears it has become by 
far the most popular pasture we 
have In Nebraska 
"At the same time It probably 
ranks ahead of any other legume in 
its ability to quickly Increase the 
fertility and 
productiveness of a 


piece of farm land."
